"In the minority community. 1 sense a fire in the systems of 
the masses, a fire that can only he extinguished by justice.’ 

I spoke these words when I ran for district attorney of 
Los Angeles County in 1972. Even before I ran. I was 
aware — it was common knowledge at the DA's office, 
where I was a prosecutor — that there was a virulent 
strain of Los Angeles police who were manhandling 
and mistreating members of the minority communities 
But when I went to the ghettos and barrios during my 
campaign and pledged to enforce the law equally. I 
heard shocking testimonials about police brutality and 
examples of how some police were treating members of 
these communities like second-class citizens. When I 
sought the support of police officer associations. 1 told 
them I intended to increase the conviction rate in 
felony jury trials. But I also told them something they 
had never heard before — or, regrettably, since — from a 
DA candidate. 

I candidly warned them that if I became DA. I was 
'going to come down hard on you guys" if excessive 
force continued. My disclosure did not meet with disap- 
proval. One reason is that 1 was accurately perceived 
as being pro-police and pro-law enforcement. I had 
worked closely with the police for several years as a 
prosecutor at the DA's office. During some complex 
murder cases they had even asked my superiors to as- 
sign me as prosecutor. I've always spoken publicly for 
increased pay for police. With their daily risk of death, 
police are the poorest-paid members of our society.

percentage of them use excessive force. I'd say it's 
roughly five percent, though I've heard slighdy higher 
estimates. The vast majority of police officers have re- 
spect for people and the law. Rogue cops not only are

this is the tale of a suitcase. It was a 
particularly lethal suitcase. At a 
designated hour, a timer inside it 
detonated enough Semtex explo- 
sive to blow a Boeing 747 out of the 
air. What most of us remember are 
the pictures. The pancaked husk of 
the fuselage in a field at Lockerbie, 
Scotland. The body bags. The in- 
vestigators in a hangar poring over 
the reconstructed scraps of what 
was once Pan Am flight 103. 

That was in December 1988. 
Four years later we still have no 
clear answer as to who was respon- 
sible for the deaths of 259 passen- 
gers and 1 1 people on the ground. 
The Justice Department claimed 
that Muammar el-Qaddafl did it. 
On November 14, 1991, it an- 
nounced the indictments of two 
Libyans and charged them with su- 
perintending the fatal suitcase 
from its origin in Malta. The bomb 
in the suitcase was supposedly 
transferred from Air Malta flight 
180 in Frankfurt to the Pan Am 
plane bound for London and New 
York. As evidence, investigators 
produced the remains of a shirt 
that one of the Libyan suspects 
purchased at a shop in Malta. The 
shirt, charred from the explosion, 
was said to have been wrapped 


around a cassette player that con- 
tained the bomb. A tiny piece of a 
circuit board was also found in a 
search that covered 845 square 
miles of Scottish countryside and 
was identified as part of a timer de- 
vice traceable to Libya. 

Time magazine didn't buy the sto- 
ry. Last April it disputed the Justice 
Department’s claims and instead 
fingered a Syrian arms dealer by 
the name of Monzer al-Kassar. Al- 
though somewhat vague on the de- 
tails of how the bomb was placed 
on the airplane. Tmt implicated 
the Popular Front for the Liber- 
ation of Palestine-General Com- 
mand. in the person of Ahmed 
libril. According to Tone, this al- 
liance of a Syrian thug and Pales- 
tinian radicals aimed to thwart the 
release of American hostages in 
Beirut. The actual targets, suggest- 
ed this theory, were two U.S. intel- 
ligence operatives. Charles McKee 
and Matthew Gannon, who had 
been in Lebanon to explore a pos- 
sible military rescue of the hostages 
and who went down with the plane. 

Had Time, as it trumpeted, pro- 
duced the untold story of Pan Am
